Another 
received its dedication yesterday. It takes the form 
of a grist bridge connecting Port Erie in Ontario 
with Buffalo in the State of New York. We may 
describe it as a new reminder that friendly contact 
still endures and is likely to do so- 

The ceremony which took place yesterday skas of 
a very interesting nature because of the distinguished 
company present. Leading the representatives of 
Canada, of course, was Mr. Mackenzie King, the 
Prime Minister, while General Charles G. Dawes, 
Vice-President of the United States, and Mr. Frank 
,B. Kellogg, Secretary of State, were the principal 
officials from the neighboring republic. Great Brit- 
- ei a ’ s pa rt was p laye d by Premier Stanley Baldwin, 
the Prince of Wales and Prince George, as befitting 
th» occasion, occupying the roles of special ambas¬ 
sadors of international good-will. 

Premier King struck a happy note when he re¬ 
ferred to the exchange of ministers between Canada 
and the United States and described the bridge which 
now spans the Niagara as another guarantee of ’‘per¬ 
petual peace between these two great peoples."' Add¬ 
ing point to this. General Dawes rem i nde d the as¬ 
sembly that the foundations of the structure rested 
upon the firm bedrock of the Niagara, just as “the 
peace of the English-speaking peoples is u firmly 
bved upon common instincts and ideals.” The occa¬ 
sion afforded Mr. Baldwin an opportunity to make 
tome reference to the unfortunate termination of the 
Geneva Conference: but. as was to ba expected, his 
observations wets reassuring. Ha contended, and 
General Dawes found no difficulty in agreeing with 
him. that the method «f settlement of many problems 
in which the British Empire and the United States 
might become involved nearly always would vary: yet 
the moat serious thing that could be said about recant 
events was that “we hare had to differ for a moment.” 
TV British Prime Minister, iqdeed. was able to 
point to the new connedfeg link as another assurance 
dirt peace between the Empire and the United States 
never would be endangered because individual points 
of view at times might be at variance: because.

A*A hart thar m o m nr ri hare been tomewhst per¬ 
plexed at bines by the redical differences between 
temperatures recorded on their own instruments end 
those in the daily reports of the meteorological de¬ 
partment on Gonzales Heights. Some, feeling that 
a government record must be infallible, thought 
something was wrong with their thermometers, if net 
with the weather. Others feared they were afflicted 
with failing vision. Others still suspected misrepre¬ 
sentation to delude unwary tourists, while thgie were 
tome, of course, who blamed the newipapen. People 
who do not have thermometers, and who after per¬ 
spiring freely all day found on reading the official 
weather reports that the temperature was in its early 
seventies or late sixties, feared there was something 
seriously wrong with themselves. They concluded 
they were eating too much—or otherwise they would 
not have felt so warm when tha temperature was 
only seventy-two degrees. 

The mystery is easily explained. Often there is 
a marked difference between the temperature on 
Gonzales Heights, where the official records are 
made and which usually catches an ocean breeze, 
and other parts of the city. During the recent warm 
•pel* on some days it was six or eight degrees cooler 
on the Heighb than it was in town, where the tem¬ 
perature was about tha same as k was in the neigh¬ 
boring cities. So there is no need of challenging the 
accuracy of thermometers or the press, or of suspecting 
some serious bodily ailment when we perspire copiously 
in the city and find Gonzales recording a cool seventy- 
two degrees. Victoria’s climate is to good that we 
can afford to make this explanation without any

It it merely an indication that th* Canadian 
profile are better able to buy more now than they 
were, for instance, in the first six months of 1925. 
Th* more even balance between exports end imports 
it indeed a sign of prosperity, especially in view of the 
feet that trade under both heads still continues to 
increase. 

During the twelve months which ended on June 
30 Canada did, business amounting to S34.563.47A 
m»re thin in the previous year, the total value of 
exports and unporA being $2,346,333.23*! It is 
interesting to compare these figures with those for the 
1914 period, when the total stood at only $1,074.- 
631.222. or thorn for 1922. when this had grown 
to $1,501,731,341. These comparisons at least 
show how quickly we advanced from the billion dollar 
turnover to considerably more than double that 
amount. If that meant anything nt all. it means thnt 
the time ia not far distant when tha three-billion-dol- 
lar mark will have been reached.
